Hopped-Up Soil 
for Hay-Hay 


New Way Believed 
Found for Growing 
ing Alfalfa 


AP Feature 'Service 
BLACKSBUHG, Va. - 
Southern 


agricultural scientists believe they 
have found a way to keep alfalfa from 
going to pot, and get it to go to seed 
Instead. 


The queen of legume crops is a 


fickle seed producer at best, and in 
the southeastern states rarely seeds 
at all. Growers in this section also 
hove observed for many years that 
alfalfa stands persist for only short 
Period*, with yields so low that a 
stand becomes uneconomical by the 
end of the second year. 


Dr. A. L. Grizzard, associate agron- 


omist _ at 
the 
Virginia Agricultural 


Experiment Station, has just com- 
pleted teste with application of boron 
to alfalfa which may help solve the 
alfajfa problems of the south. 


After North Carolina investigators 


determined that small quantities of 
boron per acre corrected "alfalfa yel- 
lows, .which caused the crop to die 
out, . Virginia experimenters 
found 


that boon-treated alfalfa in 1940 blos- 
somed much more profusely than un- 
treated plots. 


This looked like a.clue to the seed- 


ing enigma, so they followed it up 
m 1941 and gathere as much as 184 
pounds of alfalfa seed to' the acre, 
where 15 pounds of borax (a com- 
mercial form of boron) per acre was 
applied. Alfalfa grown under ident- 
ical conditions, but without borax 
set no seed. 


The seed was gathered ffter two 


cuttings of hay had been harvested. 
Subjected to germination tests, 70 to 
85 per cent of the seed germinated, 
thus proving its ability to produce 
another crop. This production, at 
the rate of two to three bushels of 
seed per acre, would assure seed pro- 
ducers a profit in additio* to their 
hay cuttings.

Starved for Lack ot Steel 
Unless steel bars for reinforced 


concrete construction work are re-' 
ceived—and soon—75,000 men will be 
thrown out of work. They have been 
engaged up to now constructing roads, 
buildings of various descriptions and 
generally employed in the principal in- 
dustry Uruguay has outside of its 
cattle and sheep raising. If there are 
no steel rods, construction must stop 
and responsible authorities—placing an 
estimate of four to a family—are 
seriously alarmed over the prospect of 
300,000 men, women and children of 
Uruguay losing their means of sup- 
port. This is more than 10 per cent 
of the population of the country. 


There is no German problem in 


Uruguay. The automobiles of the city 
are decorated 
with 
victory "Vs." 


American industries are the favored 
industries. Even the local news of the 
country is gathered and distributed by 
the United Press, an American agency, 
which maintains a large bureau in 
Montevido devoted entirely to the 
handling of Uruguayan news for Uru- 
guayan newspapers. 


In the face of all this, it is a little 


difficult for a Uruguayan to under- 
stand why some steel isn't to be had. 
In effect .therefore, Uruguay is going 
to reverse the process that has been 
going on and intends to send a good- 
will mission to the United States. 


It will be in the form of additional 


personnel for the Embassy in Wash- 
ington, and the job will be to spell out 
Uruguay's needs and 
then 
follow 


through every channel, step by step, 
until steel is forthcoming. The coun- 
try needs only about 88,000 tons an- 
nually, and considering the vast pro- 
duction advertised by the United 
States, that doesn't seem to be much 
to an anxious government official of 
Uruguay. 


Two dangerous factors have been 


entering into the situation in recent 
weeks. One is speculation, and the 
other is uncertainty and doubt that 
has been arising in the minds of Uru- 
guayans owing to whispered reports 
brought to them that Brazil and Ar- 
gentina are getting better treatment at 
the hands of the United States. They 
hear of the Brazilian boom and say 
"Then Brazil must be gelling sleel."

G. Sebold received about $20,000 from 
Hamburg for spy payrolls. He paid 
out little; most of it is .still in the bank 
and will help pay the cost of fostering 
and then smashing the spy ring. The 
evidence indicates less than $50,000 was 
spent by Hamburg on the 33 spies and 
suspects during the 18 months the ring 
operated. 


The FBI learned through its quarry 


about German spies in other coun- 
tries such gossipy tidbots as the re- 
port the head German agent in Lis- 
bon, a Mr. Dual te, used to photograph 
all London-bound diplomatic main. 
His pictures were said to arrive in 
Berlin as soon as or sooner then Ihe 
original documents reached London.

the bad news to Hamburg. Gestapo 
headquarters expressed astonishment 
at the job done by the FBI and for 
days urged the arrested to sit tighl 
and say nothing.
